The adoption of persons into a family was not permitted at 
common law and may be done now only under our statute which 
is strictly construed. The statute prowlde.s exactly who may adopt 
and who may be adopted and the consents and notice necessary 
and must be carefully followed. 


In general it may be said tliat 
a person of full age may adopt 
as his child a person younger 
than himself, with certain excep- 
tions. Also a minor may adopt 
his natural child. The husband or 
wife of the adopting paity 
should usually join. Usually the 
parents of the child must con- 
sent to the adoption except for 
certain exceptions as where tlie 
parent is Insane or in jail or has 
wilfully deserted or failed to pro- 
vide for the child. The name of 
the adopted child may be chang 
ed by decree of court. 


The property rights of tlie 
adopted child are the same as 
those of natural children as re- 
gards the adopting parents but 
not as regards others. Let us see 
how this works out. If the adopt- 
ing parent dies, the adopted child 
has the same rights in his estate 
as a natural child and will take 
together with natural children 
under his bequest to his heirs 
or children. However, where 
property is left to the adopting 
parent and his children or heirs 
under a trust or will of another. 


the adopted child is not entitled 
to benefit under such provision, 
i unless this is plainly indicated by 
I tlje terms of the trust or will. 

The adoption must be care- 
j fully recorded In court so the

dent of the Bceton and Wor- 
cester Railroad, and Horace 
Mann, famed educator and fa- 
ther of free public schools in 
Yhe Bay State. 

The life of the parish has been 
marked by steady growth and 
vigor. The flr-st meeting-house 
was built in 1860 but was en- 
larged three times before the 
present structure was erected. 
This late 19th Cerilury develop- 
ment was due largely to the 
influence and eloquence of Rev. 
Francis Tiffany, minister feu- 14 
years, and Rev. Julian Clifford 
Jaynes, who served the society 
for 37 years. 

The Society purchased the 
Allen School, formerly the Nor- 
ma? School of Horace Mann, and 
the corner stone of the present 
building was laid Sept. 17. 1905 
and the structure was dedicated 
cn Sunday, Oct. 14, 1906. 

The present minister. Dr. 
Hitchen. came to West Newton 
on Easter Sunday, 1931. He has 
had a distinguished career and 
has made several trips to Eu- 
rope and the British Isles rep- 
resenting the foreign church de- 
partment of the American Uni- 
tarian Association. He is known 
as one of the most eloquent 
preachers in New England and 
is one of the greatest interpre- 
ters cif poetry on the North 
American continent. 

A large congregation of 
friends, former parishioners and 
visiting clergy is anticipated 
for the commemoration service, 
for which a special musical pro- 
gram under the direction of Wil- 
liam Weston is planned.

A Unique Railroad That 
Offers A Thrilling Ride

Ever have a lazy Sunday after- 
noon when you would like some- 
thing different to do but aren’t 
sure what? This happened to me 
a few weeks ago. I went to the 
Edavillc Railroad in South Car- 
ver, near Plymouth. It’s only an 
hour and a half or a two hours 
drive from Newton. Just find 
Route 68 and it will take you 
right there. 

This unique railroad travels 
over 6)4 miles of track. It is the 
only two-foot narrow gauge 
steam railroad on the continent. 
All the equipment came from a 
railroad that used to operate 
regularly in Maine carrying mall, 
passengers, freight and lumber. 
Ellis D. Atwood, who was inter- 
(‘sted in preserving old equip- 
ment, bought it when he heard it 
was up for sale. The railroad is 
so named from his initials E.A.D. 
Many people never realized that 
this small line existed. Perhaps 
this is due to the fact that it has 
only been In operation since 1946. 
This, railroad carries about 150,- 
000 passengers a year. Mr. At- 
wood planned the road of his 
track so that It goes all around 
his cranberry plantation which 
Is the largest In the world. In 
purchasing the tickets from the 
ticket agent you will be surpris- 
ed to hear that all the rides are 
free. However, you may pur- 
chase a souvenir ticket if you 
wish to. In the interior of the 
cars are single leather seats on 
each side. Due to the narrow 
gauge it is not wide enough for 
a double seat. The train was 
made up of passenger cars, cat- 
tle cars, mail cars, a tank car 
and complete with a caboose. On 
one of the sidings was a very 
elegant observation car with 
plush upholstered swivel chairs 
used on special occasions. On 
some other sidings were some of 
the engines being repaired and 
the box cars which the cranber- 
ries are hauled in. Going around 
a long curve you could see the 
engine belching black smoke. 
The whistle echoed in the woods 
as we went by the crossing. We 
passed through swamp larid and 
then started going by some of 
the bogs. The track skirts a 
large sized man-made lake. Thi.s 
reservoir is for flooding the bogs 
In the event of a frost. This .iro- 
lects the berries. In the distance 
a large graceful heron slowly 
glided earthward to land on the 
lake. 

The cranberry industry rep- 
resents a $60,000,000 investment. 


Mas-Hachusetts produces 67 per- 
cent of the annual crop. Nine 
thousand of the state’s 14,000 
acres of cranberry bogs are lo- 
cated on Mr. Atwood’s planta- 
tion. During harvest time the 
train travels back and forth haul- 
ing cranberries in the box cars 
to the plant located on the prop- 
erty where they are sorted and 
packed. 

We had a wonderful lunfch at 
the station. Yes, Edavllle has .a 
nice big airy station! complete 
with arrival and departure no- 
tices of the trains. With Thanks- 
giving approaching you will 
want to purchase some of their 
delicious cranberry jelly to .gar- 
nish your turkey. 

This line operates until after 
the Christmas season. They have 
a wonderful "Hobo Christmas” 
display which many people tra- 
vel for miles to see. All the trees 
are adorned with gayly colored 
lights. Passing through the 
woods on the train you will see 
Santa and his reindeer looking 
at you.

Hallowe’en celebrations have In- 
stilled in childien’s minds a new 
respect for other people’s be- 
longings and an appreciation of 
the fact that a good time may be 
had in an orderly decent, whole- 
some way. In this la'udable ob- 
jective — in the reduction of 
juvenille delinquency — Newton’s 
civic Hallowe’en events have 
been eminently successful. It is 
clear that the rising generation 
is becoming increasingly aware 
of tho fundamentals of good cl- 
tlzen.'hip. 

In this connection, it is inter- 
esting to note the words of Chief 
of Police Philip Purcell, who ex- 
press’d great enthusiasm for 
the parties and the results 
achieved. "I visited many of the 
parties," he .said, "and I was 
much Impressed by the good, 
wholesome fun the children ■were 
having. It was evident that they 
were thoroughly enjoying them- 
selves. We had all our men out," 
hc said, with a smile, "just .In 
case. But they had little to do. 
There was very little vandalism. 

A few street lamps were broken, 
several false alarms were pulled 
and a number of windowpanes 
were decorated with soap mark- 
ings. Take It all in all, though, 
there was .hardly any more 
damage than we get on any or- 
dinary night, and we met very 
few ;oving bands of youngsters 
bent on mlsohief. The whole 
thing was very gratifying. And 
I can tell you we feel pretty good 
about It all.” 

Mrs. Ragna Hovgaard, Pro- 
gram Chairman, voiced her gra- 
titude to all committee membei's 
for the wonderful job they did. » 
"The parties were better attend- 
ed," she said, "than ever before. 
Everywhere there was marked 
improvement in the size of the 
parties, in tho spirit shown by 
the children and In the pro- 
grams Even though I have been 
in close touch with committee 
activities since planning began 
the middle of September, and 
have known how much work was 
being done. I can’t help but be 
amazed as I realize now how ex- 
tensive the effort has been to 
work out fine programs. Every 
party showed that behind it 
there were women and men who 
were not content with half-way 
measures; only the best would 
be good enough for their child- 
ren. The spirit running through 
the e.ntire organization is respon- 
sible for the most brilliantly 
successful parties I have seen 
since we started them eight years 
a^o. I am deeply appreciative 
for the wonderful co-operation 
everyone offered so freely— and I 
am grateful beyond words to all 
tnose good people who worked 
■SO hard and so cheerfully to give 
such a wonderful evening to all 
our 10,000 children."

Newton has raised 8164,732 in the Red Feather Campaign, 
according to a statement made early this week by Riley Hampton, 
Newton Chairman. This is 49.1 per cent of the Newton goal of 


$315,000. and this amount was 
luncheon of the Greater Boston 
this week at the Boston City Club 

Chairman Hampton has issued 
a challenge to Fred Stockwell, 
Cambridge Chairman, that New- 
ton will raise a higher percent- 
age of goal on the final Boston 
report day, November 19, than 
will Cambridge. Mr. Stockwell 
had previously made the state- 
ment before a large gathering 
that although Newton was 
ahead of Cambridge in the early 
stages of the Campaign last 
year, on the final report date 
Cambridge passed Newton.

Under the early common law the owner of land owned under 
his property to the centre of the earth and above it to the sky 
and any -invasion of these spaces wa.s a trespass which could be 
forbidden by the Courts. 

The advent of the airplane, 
however, rendered this old rule 
impracticable as it would pre- 
vent any use whatever of an 
airplane in the ordinary way and 
the courts have been struggling 
with the problem of being fair 
to all parties for some time. The 
result which the courts have 
reached on one theory or another 
seems to be that a reasonable 
use of airplanes over land of 
another is permissible if no or 
little damage is done. Having 
airplanes travel over our land 
seems to be one of the results of 
modern life to which we arc sub- 
ject, provided it is done reason- 
ably. However, in a reco'nt case 
the landowner was running a 
chicken farm and the location of 
a military airport nearby so 
frightened his chickens that he 
had to abandon the project and 
it was held that this was a tak- 
ing of his property for which 
compensation must be paid.

of Churches. It Is expected 
that one thousand laymen from 
the various Protestant Churches 
of the Newtons will hear Dr. 


COLONEL GEORGE STEWART 

; Stewart speak on the “American 
Way of Life”, a subject which 
j he has discussed . before some 
280,000 British troops stationed 
in far flung outposts of the 
Empire. 

George Stewart graduated 
] from. Yale in 1915. received an 
LL.B. in 1917 and a Ph.D. in 
I 1921 from the same institution. 
As an undergraduate he took 
i part in public speaking and dc- 
! bating and played on the Yale 
j nine. He was a member of Psl 
I Upsilon fraernity and Elihu 
j Club, the honorary law frater- 
nity. 

I In World War I Stewart en- 
listed as a private and worked 
! his way up to Battalion Com- 
I mandcr. He served as battalion 
I bayonet instructor, taught map 
: reading and making, and all in- 
^ fantry subjects at Officers' Train- 
I ing School. Following the war 
' he was in the Polish-Russian ! 
I conflict of 1920 on the tail-end 
of the Counter Revolution and 
! did volunteer service in the • 
Greek-Turkish War of 1921-22. 
In between these war assign- 
ments he had returned to Yale 
i to receive his Ph.D. in 1921. His 
degree thesis won the largest 
research award in the Univer- 
sity, the John Addison Porter 
Prize. 

In 1921 Dr. Stewart began ser- 
vice as associate minister of the 
Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church with Dr. Henry Sloane 
Coffin. During this pastorate he 
spent most every summer in 
, Europe in some phase of relief 
work which accounts for some 
of his nineteen trips to different 
, parts of Europe, the Near East 
and Asia. South America, Africa, 
and Australia. From 1929 to 
1944 he was pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Stam- 
ford, Connecticut, which posi- 
tion he resigned to take on a 
I commission and work in connec- 
‘ tion with the War Effort abroad. 

During his Stamford pastorate 
' he became president of the 
. Family and children's center, a 
! member of the Board of Direc- 
j tors of the Community Chest, 

I Chairman of the Stamford 
I ' Housing authority and was for 


many years on the National 
Board and National Council of 
the YMCA. For many years he 
was Chairman of the Student 
Division of the National Council 
of the YMCA. In 1937 he at- 
tended the World Conference of 
Churches at Oxford and between 
the two wars he served on the 
American Committee of the 
Central Bureau for European 
Intcr-Church Aid. 

Dr^ Stewart has published 
numerous books, including two 
volumes which are the author- 
ties in their field. One Is a mili- 
tary treatise on the Counter- 
Revolution in Russia entitled 
“The White Armies of Russia". 
The other book is a colonial 
history of Connecticut. For years 
he has Interpreted American 
History, Institutionlsm and 
ideals on extended visits to for- 
eign lands. ThLs is the special 
purpose for which he was called 
to Australia In 1940 and to Eng- 
land in the summers of 1942, 43, 
and 44 by the Brittish War Office. 
One of his addresses was re- 
printed by the Australian Min- 
istry of Information and ran to 
50,000 copies. It was during this 
work that the American army 
conferred the commission of 
Colonel on Dr. Stewart. 

Dr. Stewart has received* hon- 
orary degrees from Llnfleld 
College, Yale University, and 
the University of Paris. He has 
been decorated with the Legion 
of Honor, Officer of the Order 
of Polognia Restituta, Cross of 
Saint George, and the Cross of 
Saint Vladimir. He has recently 
returned from a speaking tour 
requested by the British War 
Office in which he addressed 
many units and men on “The 
British Empire and the USA”. 

Dr. Stewart will be presented 
to the Rally by Lucius Thayer, 
Canvass Co-chairman and Toast- 
master. Other speakers include 
Co-Chairman William V. M. Faw- 
cett and Rabbi Samuel N. Sher- 
man. The Highland* Glee Club 
under the direction of Ralph 
MacLean will provide a musical 
interlude.

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Fund Campaign Reaches 
75 Percent of Quota Set 

Total subscriptions in Newton for the Red Feather Campaign 
reached $236,958.58 at the fifth report meeting Monday night. This 
is 75.2% of the Newton goal. The sixth and final report night 
will be Monday. 


The Residentiai Division re- 
turns, which came in through the 
bank headquarters on Monday, 
brought the total of that Divis- 
ion to $84,948.90. or approxi- 
mately 75 per cent. This practi- 
cally doubles the Residential 
totals of a week ago, and follow- 
ing the report of this spiendid 
increase, William A. Jackson 
made this statement, "If our Res- 
idential workers will devote the 
time between now and next Mon- 
day to make complete coverage 
of their prospects, there is every 
possibility that our Division can 
report its goal reached at the 
report meeting that night.” 

The Manufacturing Division, 
Richmond F. Bancroft, Chair- 
man, showed a substantial in- 
crease of 35 per cent during the 
week, to bring its total raised 
up to 57.2 per cent of goai. The 
Mercantile Men’s, Vincent E. 
Wentworth, Chairman, also made 
a gain during the week of 17 
per cent, to bring up its total 
to 47.5 per cent. Mercantile Wo- 
men’s, Mrs. John C. Campbell, 
Chairman, has reached 90.2 per 
cent of goal; Advance Gifts, Har- 
old B. Cranshaw, Chairman. 78.2 
per cent; and Municipal General, 
Archie R. Whitman, Chairman, 
64.1 per cent. Municipal Schools, 
Carl C. Peterson, Chairman, still 
heads the list with 95.3 per cent. 

There has been keen competi- 
tion during the Campaign in the 
Residential Division for leader- 
ship, with Aubumdale, Waban, 
Newton Highlands, and Upper 
Falls vying for first place. 
Through the fourth report meet 
ing Aubumdale maintained the 
lead, but at Monday night’s re- 
port, Newton Upper Falls surged 
to the front. This village under 
the leadership of Mrs. Edward 
F. Roberts, has now reached 89.2 
per cent, with Waban, Matt 
Jones, Chairman, following at 
85.3 per cent; Aubumdale, Guern- 
sey Camp, Chairman, with 84.6 
per cent; and Newton Highlands, 
Edwin Smith, Chairman, with 
82.7 per cent.

of the opening of the Campaign. 
To have reached the top of the 
standing in the Residential Di- 
vision under these conditions is 
extremely commendable, and 
Mrs. Roberts, her Captains, and 
all of the Upper Falls workers 
are deserving of great credit. 

Scores of increases in gifts 
have been reported, and hun- 
dreds of new suscriptions have 
been received. A check for $100 
was received from the Kelly Cor- 
poration, developers of the New- 
ton Veterans’ Housing Develop- 
ment in Oak Hill. Raytheon Man- 
ufacturing has increased its cor- 
porate gift by $200 and its em- 
ployee ’subscriptions, which are 
being handled on the payroll 
deduction plan, are expected to 
substantially exceed last year’s 
total. Barron’s, West Newton 
and the Star Market in New- 
tonville, have each increased 
their gifts this year by $100. 
Many others are making the 10 
per cent increases needed to meet 
the Red Feather Services’ mini- 
mum needs, and which Riley 
Hampton.

This week, as the women in 


white caps celebrate their Dia' 
mond Jubilee, the local School of 
progress that began when pro- 
progress thae began when pro- 
fessional nursing was still in Its 
infancy in America. 

It was England’s Florence 
Nightingale, the "Lady with the 
Lamp,” who created a new pro- 
fession out of centuries of ignor- 
ance and superstition. The ele- 
ments of modem nursing as she 
established them first introduced 
Into the United States in 1873 — 
the year Boston’s Linda Richards 
became "America’s first profes- 
sional nurse” on receiving the 
first diploma from a newly-estab- 
lished training school for nurses 
at the New England Hospital for 
Women and Children. 

The School of Nursing in New- 
ton was established 15 yeart 
later as an integral part of your 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital and 
as one of the earliest community 
training schools for nurses in 
this country. 

From the days when nursing 
involved little more than simple 
care of the sick, aside from the 
routine duties of sweeping, dust 
Ing and cooking, the nursing pro- 
fession has marched forward 
with medical progress to become 
the largest single group fighting 
the war against disease in 
America today. 

Since the first three students 
entered the school for training 
in 1888, the "Newton nurse” has 
become known internationally. 
She has served humanity in near- 
ly every corner of the globe — 
East Indies, Africa, China, Japan 
and many other locations. 

Eight y-seven graduates of 
your hospital's School of Nursing 
served abroad in World War I. 

After the first world war Miss 
May Lentell, a Newton nurse, 
was not only decorated by the 
Queen of Belgium, but received 
one of the highest awards of the 
Szechoslovakian government for 


her part in the founding of a 
school of nursing in one of the 
largest hospitals in Prague. 

During the recent war 140 
Newton nurses were found not 
only in battle areas of the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific sectors, but also 
in the remote outposts of Iceland 
and Alaska, serving with the 
Army, Navy, Red Cross and 
UNRRA. 

Today, under the direction of 
Miss Mabel McVicker, the Prin- 
cipal, and a well-prepared 
faculty, the School of Nursing, 
with 128 students, is keeping 
abreast of modem concepts of 
nursing education and patient 
care. 

The 75th anniversary of nurs- 
ing reviews the development of 
a profession that has broadened 
in scope from the simple care of 
the sick to the prevention of dis- 
ease Itself. Today your hospital 
cooperates with other Red 
Feather services and with city 
agencies and other organizations 
to improve local health standards. 
There are more than 100 organi- 
zations in Newton and Wellesley 
that coordinate with the hospital 
in helping the patient with finan- 
cial, social, health or mental pro- 
blems— both before the patient 
enters the hospital and after he 
leaves. 

Knowing the functions of these 
local services and how they co- 
ordinate for disease prevention 
and follow-up care, the student 
nurse is prepared to work with 
greater intelligence, not only in 
restoring the individual patient 
to health but in the promotion of 
improved over - all community 
health conditions.

In most foreign countries. large 
groups of prospects are trained 
for two or three years before the 
games. The teams are drawn 
from these prospects. I think a 
similar plan in America would 
mean a lot for our Olimipic 
chances.

Partial service was restored at 
10:2.5 p.m., 15 minutes after dis- 
ruption of service. And at 10:45, 
.35 minutes after the switch fire 
caused the break, most of the 
street and house lights were re- 
stored. 

The Hosmer st. substation is 
the main distribution substation 
for that area, according to Edi- 
son Co. oillcials. Ordinarily when 
a switch fire causes a break in 
electric service, the auxiliary cir- 
cuits arc utilized with a “break” 
of only a few seconds. 

However, this was impossible 
' Wednesday night because of the 
dense smoke that filled the sub- 
station, making it impossible for 
employees at the substation to 
get to the switches. The fire de- 
partment sent two pieces of ap- 
paratus to the substation, but 
there was little danger of fire.

Army to Commission 
23,000 2nd Lieuts. 

— o — 

During the next 15 months, the 
Army will commission 23,000 
second lieutenants directly from 
civilian life. Applicants must 
qualify on 5 counts: (1) One 
year’s active service in any of 
the Armed Forces of the United 
States between December 7, 1941 
and June 30, 1947. (2) Separation 
from the service under honorable 
condition. (3) Must have com- 
pleted two years toward a de- 
gree at an accredited college. (4) 
Not due to attend a college or 
university at the time of entry 
on active duty. (5) 19 to 31 years 
old, inclusive. 

The flow of volunteers and se- 
lective service inductees into the 
expanding Army has created a 
wide need of junior officers in 
all branches of the service. This 
new officer procurement pro- 
gram gets under way on or about 
December 1, 1948, with the first 
student officers arriving at 
schools the last week of Novem- 
ber. Applicants can currently 
choose the branch of service they 
prefer from among Cavalry, In- 
fantry, Field Artillery, Anti-Air- 
craft Artillery and Guided Mis- 
siles. Other schools are now in 
the planning stage and before 
long commissions in every branch 
will probably be available. 

Successful applicants will be 
commissioned in the Officers Re- 
serve Corps prior to being or- 
dered to active duty at the ap- j 
propriate Army school for 12 i 
weeks of training. After gradua- 
tion they will remain on active 
duty to complete at least two 
years.
